Extra& of a Letter from the Hague, Aug. 22. 

* J have at length fixed the Correfpondence I propo- 
fed in Germany, and you may depend on hearing 
from me every Poft, when any Thing occurs worthy 
of Attention. I know you hate long Introductions, 
and therefore I proceed without farther Preface to the 
Intelligence at prefent in my Power. 

« By Lewers from the Pruffian Camp, dated Aug. 1. 
we learn that the Auftrian Hauffars are very alert. A 
Detachment of about 1200 Men attack d the Town 
of Zoten the laft of July, and burnt it to the Ground ; 
after which they attack'd Major Putkammer, who at 
the Head of about 300 Pruflians retir’d at their Ap- 
proach to an advantageous Poft, and after a very brisk 
Aétion the Auftrians were entirely defeated, leaving 
so dead and 100 wounded upon the Place. The 
Pruffians furpriz’d afew Days before the Caftle of 
Namfliu, which was one of the Enemy’s Magazines, 
and found there a vaft Quantity of Meal and Corn, 
and 8000 Casks of Bread. 

‘ From Berlin my Correfpondent writes, thaton the 
14th inflant they had Advice of the King’s putting a 
Garifon into Breflau ; fince then it is publickly faid, 
that his Majeity will quickly enter on new Meafures, 
which will leave all Europe no room to doubt of his 
Capacity either in the Field or in the Cabinet ; but 
what Sort of Meafures thefe will be we are left to 
guets. 

* The Eleétor Palatine has publifhed a Refcript, 
dat:d at Dufleldorp, Auguit 12, 1741. in which he 
informs his Subjeéts, That he found himfelf obliged 
to invite French Troops into his Dominions, in order 
to fecure his Duchies of Juliers and Bergue ; but that 
they were to obferve exaét Dilcipline, and pay for 
eve'y Thing. He therefore exhorts his Subjects to 
receive them as Friends, and forbids them to quit the 
Places of their Habitation. on the Pain of so Goud- 
guidens, or fomewhat more than fix Pounds fterling. 
Accordingly on the 14th the French pafled the Rhine, 
in order to march into thole Provinces.”
